A Special  Convocation  will  be  held  and  two  of  the  new  University  buildings  will  be 
opened  as  part  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Institute  centenary  ceremonies.  The 
formal  opening  of  the  Mechanical  Building  is  scheduled  for  2.45  p.m.  with  the 
ceremony  in  the  Burton  Wing  of  the  McLennan  Laboratory  coming  an  hour  later.

Honours  Received 

Dr.  R.  I.  Harris  has  been  elected  an  honorary  fellow  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Surgeons  of  London,  England.  He  will  be  received  by  the  President,  Lord  Webb- 
Johnson,  and  the  Council  at  the  Hunterian  Museum  in  Lincoln’s  Inn  Fields  in  London, 
in  April,  on  which  occasion  he  will  be  Moynihan  Lecturer. 

Dr.  David  A.  Scott  has  been  elected  a fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  for  his  contribu- 
tions to  the  chemistry  of  insulin,  heparin  and  carbonic  anhydrase. 

Professor  H.  M.  S.  Coxeter  has  been  awarded  the  H.  M.  Tory  medal  by  the  Royal 
Society  of  Canada  for  outstanding  contributions  to  the  science  of  mathematics.
